In a Homemade Airplane the Author and Her Husband 
Enjoy 16,000 Miles of Adventurous Flight 
Across Europe, Asia, and America

FOO FLY the world in eight, or even 
in tighty, days was not our object. 
| We believed that an airplane could 
give tsa perspective on the far places and 
peoples of the earth unattainable by ordi- 
nary routine travel on the ground. And 
durmg the eight months which ae hus- 
band and T leisurely circled the globe im 
our stli-built ship, we achieved our end 
mt) full measure. 

The ideaof the trip originated one eve- 
fing in January, 1931. We were sitting 
WETUSS it dinner table from one-another dts- 
cussing what we should do with our tens- 
porary freedom, Charles Healy Day had 
just terminated his duties with the airplane 
company for which be had been working, 
[t seerted to me that the time had come to 
break away from routine life. If 1 conld 
help tt, we were not rong to spend the year 
1941 living in a three-room apartment in 
Ridgewond, New Jersey.

States: “Why not the world,” 1 sand, “1 
we can ect the plone 

*Get the plane? Why not butld it?” 
said Charles Healy, And that is the way 
our adventure began. 

Leould ask for no better partner for such 
atrip thaniiy husband. Foryears he had 
heen an airplane designer and enemecr. 
He had known fife tn the open and under 
trying conditions—first in the Alaska gale 
rush, later in Death Valley. Little won- 





der that his response to the idea of fly- 
ing the world was mimeliate, definite, and 
practical. 

We built our plane in the spring of 13t. 
We then shipped to Englanil, where tt was 
reassembled, From England we flew to 
France, from France to Germany; then 
over the Balkans to Istanbul, and from 
there across Palestine, Persia, and India. 
Shortly after hustilitics broke out in Man- 
churia, we flew up the Chinese coast to 
Sharwhat, inthe shadow af imperiiny war 
letween China and Japan: Prom Stiang- 
hai we shipped to San Francisco utd flew 
home actoss the American Continent in 
December:

The total trip took us a distance of about 
24,000 miles, of which we flew. 16,000 
iriiles, During the flight our Martin en- 
gine consumed sume 1240 gallons of paso 
line, tanging in price from as low as 22 
cents a gallon on the American Continent 
toas high as $1.$0 per gallonat an English 
fort in the middle of the Syrinn Desert, 
wud averaging about 45 cents per gallon. 
Total expenses of the trip came close to 
$5,000, which included beard aid lodeme 
at hotels for nearly eght months and our 
passage across the Atlantic and Pacific.

duced for about $4500. Tis construction 
took the better part of last spring and wos 
accomplished 1 in the rear room of an auto 
mobile paint shop of Paterson, New Jersey. 
In the plane my liushand embodied the ex- 
perience of many years of airplane design- 
me. Two things were essential: one was 
salety and the other comfort. 

By sharply * staggering” the wings of the 
Erraont—that is, placing the upper wing 
well forward of the lower wing—my hus- 
hand produced an extraordinarily stable 
plane, with a high speed of 105 miles per 
hour, a cruising speed of 85 miles per hour, 
and an wousually low landing speed of 30 
miles per hour: This last characteristic 
was to save our lives in urma, India. 

As to comfort, the outstanding feature 
of the ship is thé side-by-side arrangement 
of the seats, making it easy fords to talk to 
each other in Aight and carmmnunicate con 
ceming maps arid routes, In addition, we 
could appreciate the humor of many of the 
events that befell us together. To fly the 
world in a plane with the usual tandem 
seating arrangement would be dull index 
by comparisori. 


My own equipment for the flight was 
strictly limited to 30 pounds weight. I 
wore for everyday use a made-to-order 
soft-angora tweed suit of brown that did 
not show dust or dirt. A divided skirt made 
the clress as practical as.a parr of trousers 
in the eoekpit and as presentable a3 an or- 
dinary woman’s suit on the ground, In 
addition, T took a black-evening dress tor 
dining out in the cities which we visited — 
an indispensable piece of clothing, by the 
way, toa woman ora Jong flight. 

[had two pairs of shoes and a pair of 
evening slippers. Toothbrush and paste, 
comb and hairbrush, and a jar ef eold 
cream completed the outfit.

muined four days; then took off, to fly 
down the coast of Birma, where thick jun- 
vle comes down to the edge of the Bay of 
Bengal, The jungle, a riot of plant and 
tree life, also shelters every kind of trop 
cul animal life. 

We were some distance beyond a small 
settlement called Sandoway that mom- 
ing. of September qo when Charles Elealy 
suilenly began turning the Grraat anil 
shouted, “How far back to that settle- 
ment yr” 

I looked at the map: “Twenty-five 
miles.” 

Almost tumediately the engine began to 
koock, Churles Healy pointed to the dash, 
and [saw that the oil pressure stood -at 5 
pomds instead of its normal 4n; that the 
ol temperature had risen to over 200 de- 
grees Fuhrenheit, The knocking increased. 

We were tetracing our course now, but 
to reach Sandoway was out of the ques- 
con, A few moments before we had noe 
ticed a small strip of beach, [t appeared 
now ahead and far below us.

We were ghding now in a northerly di- 
rection, with the wind belind as.

Bruce and Charles Healy had pulled their 
fect out of the slime, ‘Throughout the clit -

HE Hwang Ho, or Yellow River, 

in north China, is ene of the mest 

extrantdinary rivers of the world. 
Its disastrous flooding has cost the Clunese 
millions of lives and millions in wealth 
through the destruction of hones and farm 
lands, and because of this at has earned 
such titles as “China's Sorrow,” the “Un- 
governahle,” and the “Scourge of the Sons 
af Hari.” 
over as much as 2509 miles ina single flocd- 
ing season. To-day itemptiesinn the Yel- 
low Sea north of the Shinnbung Peninsula, 
lt before 1852 it debouched tts Iness-laden 
waters through a channel south of that 
peninsula. 

It is the second langest river in China, 
vet in all its course, from its headwaters, 
high up in the Kunlun Range, in Tibet, all 
along ite 2,500-mile path to the sea, it 15 
het navigable for steamships or other deep- 
drafteruft. Its course ts alternately cither 
too swift and broken by turbulent rapids 
ar wHlené and becomes too shallow and 
hile with sand bars to allow the use of 
large boats. 

But over some 700. miles of is course, 
os it winds throueh Kansy Province and 
wlong the edge of Inner Mongolia, from 
Sining to Pootow, plies an interesting raft 
traffic that has been carried on tor cen- 
turies, Chinese literature comhrms the fact 
that here the earher Sens ot Han 2,000 

years iio were ning sheepskin and oxhide 
rifts identical with these which ore finds 
in use to-day.

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SURVEYING THROUGH KHORESM 


A Journey Into Parts of Asiatic Russia Which Have Been 
Closed to Western Travelers Since the World War

We began the journey at Tashkent, went 
sotithwest tr Chardzhul, om the Ann 
Darya; followed the river by boat to Khor- 
eam, far ito the sorthwest: made our sur 
vey of Khores, an! finally took ship 
across the Aral Sea te Aralskoe More, 
whence we retumed overland to Tashkent 
(see Map, pace 754). 

CARRYING OUR GOWN COMMISSARY

They are the principal soutte of meat, wad, arid milk toroughout the country, 


Some of our saddles, made of leather, 
resembled those used in America; others 
were of the Cossack type, leather-coveret 
wooden frumes surmouitel by straw- 
stuffed leather pillows. The carved woolen 
saddles of the natives, with their brightly 
painted surfaces, looked more benutiful 
than comfortable. 

The natives, as.a rile, are short and ride 
with bended knee, AS a tesult, it was 
practically impossible to get stirmmp straps 
long enough for a tall American. 

We passed two praveyards, one of them, 
on the outskirts of Pitnyak, of immense 
proportions, Large matisoleiiens, cf at- 
tractive design ond more pretertious than 
midst of the natve houses, contain the re- 
mains of wealthy or boly omen; but the 
average tomb as of tod, about three by 
eight feet, and built above the ground, with 
shehtly pointed arch. Hestde many of the 
rraves were piles to which red or white 
rags were tied, ‘The red tags sipniherd that 
the occupants met violent death, and the 
white that they died from mitural comses, 

In the rouds were nits the bottoms of 
whitch ahow el um form, spacod indenta- 
tions. The cause of these marks puzzled 
us until we saw a Turkoman arabian, a two- 
wheeled, horse-drawn cart with srx-foot 





wheels studded with large-headed tron 
nails, The spokes are Hat finished boards, 
Wide at the outside but tapering toward the 
huh. ‘These arabas are fished nich bet 
ter than most of those used by the Uzbeks, 
and many ate fanelfully carved ; bat despits 
the laree wheels, which are needed tor 
crossing canals, they catty pitifully small 
lonils (see page 760),

KRHIVA LIFE UNCHANGED FOR CENTURIES 


Along the crooked, narrow streets are 
unbroken lines af mid houses, stables, and 
little tactories, all jooking much alike from 
the outside. Occasionally through an open 
door which admits the only light to adingy 
rocin, the passer-by catches a plimpse.of a 
blindfolded camel going around «a cirenlar 
path turning a mull that meshes cottoriseed 
into ol at the rate of three pounds of oii 
an hour. ‘The seed is ground in a heavy 
tub under the burt cml of a log placed ata 
slight angle to the vertical and weighted 
ft the thoy, 

In another building one may see a don- 
key: similarly turning the millstones which 
grim! wheat tor depestta, the narive pan- 
cnkelike bread. 

Silk factones with two or three looms 
are often housed in such dark tales that 
their product, 2 benutiiul silk scart, seems 
an unpossible accomplishment. ‘The larger 
silk tactorues, with as many a5 a dozen 
looms, are operated toddler better condi- 
tions, with arlequate light and air. 

Satie of the bugagr streets are covered 
with wooden roofs to Kees cut the hotsum- 
ter sim. Here, on art day, come the 
natives to buy or sell their wares in little 
stalls at the sides or out in the street. 

The metal workers are, now organized 
by the Soviet Gavermment, and no ged 
may be sold byan individial artisan, The 
beautiful, carved brass hasins, pitchers, 
teapots, etc, of former tinies hive disap. 
peared from the markets and in their place 
are cheaper sheet-copper utensils, 

To see more of the irrigated Innds of 
Khoresm, we retdtoed ta New I reench 
and from there made a trip to the territery 
actos: the Daryalik, now a ridge of sand 
lunes, but once a channel by which the 
Amt Darya flawed into the Caspian Sea, 
Much of -the land is claimed by alkali, some 
of tt by black alkali, that most dreaded foe 
of irrigators. ‘Waste water fills all low 
spats, forming lakes and swamps—gornl 
breeding places for the malaria-beuring 
mosquitoes which every year cattse much 
sickness. | 

The road from New Urgench to Ts- 

Shauz via Shakh Abad was unustally good 
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and we covered the distance in automobiles 
In arnattermoon, Tashaus, the capital of 
the Turkoman part of Khoresm, had the 
appearance of a boom town. Much build- 
ing work was. in progress in the Kussian 
stttion, most of which appeared te he very 
new, Other evidences of modern develop- 
ment were a large flour amllaned an airport, 

The native section, separated from the 
Russian by the Shavit Canal, looked much 
the sume as other mud towns of Central 
Asm. There were, however, even here, s 
few two-story houses, 

A mumber of small trick kilns, built of 
mud and about 25 feet square and 20 feet 
high, were in operation about the town. 
Wild brash done up in bundles is the prin- 
cipal fuel, and we saw many natives biysy 
at ont mg it from the wornigated tracts of 

a. 

After a night in Tashauy, meals-at the 
pretentious workers’ club, anda, morning 
it the hasaars, we were off to meet our 
boat near Gurlen, three native policemen

The road, very narrow, followed wind- 
ing canal banks, and the fact that our 
river had inbilec a litthe too freely did 
not help matters. He tan us into a bank 
onte, stalled his engine many tines, atl 
wus constantly looking hack just as he was 
crossing bridges hardly, wide enough) for 
all of the wheels to stay on. He finally ran 
us throuph a bridge, ar rather aff the ede, 
but fortimately only the front wheel left 
the roadway. and we were able to get the 
cur back with tunmber levers the farmers 
brought us;
